DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Brad Pederson on 05/05/08. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 12-20 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-11 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not 
found in the prior art either singularly or in combination. They are a plurality of hyperlinks found 
within the desired web page that provides a plurality of URLs, a presentation/rendition text file 
within the desired web page that provides a plurality of URLs, a meta tag within the desired web 
page that provides a plurality of URLs; and a performer, wherein said performer displays said 
web slide show presentation in order of the plurality of URLs provided by the extracted web 
page details. These features are not found or suggested in the prior art. 

The closest prior arts, Craig, King and Straub discloses a conventional manual 
composition of a representation which is stored in HTML format at a specific location and 
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utilizing an applet to display and synchronize the presentation; either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitation obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
